A0,000 SIGNATURES: 
3000 NOT YET COUNTED 


10,000 More Names Than _ Needed 
Are Assured, With Many Lists 
Yet to Report. 


ONLY FIVE OF 28 WARDS 
HAVE BEEN HEARD FROM 


Initiative Petitions Probably Will Go to Council 
for Recognition Friday or Saturday—Circu- 
lators Worked Without Pay and Drug- 
gists Were Among Hardest Workers. 


Free bridge initiative petitions containing the signatures of 40,- 
000 registered voters—nearly 10,000°in excess of the number re- 
quired—had been filed with the Citizens’ Committee at 1 p. m. 


“Thursday, thus.assuring the success of the campaign inaugurated 


by 81 civic, business and improvement associations following the 
refusal of the House of Delegates to pass the Hines bill, providing 
for a special election on a bond issue of $2,750,000 to complete 
the bridge by the Reber approach route. 

The necessary 31,000 signatures were received in the office of 
the Citizens’ Committee at Broadway and Locust street at 12:30 
p. m., just half an hour after the time announced for the closing of 
the campaign. With 40,000 signatures already filed, there still 
remained in the hands of volunteer workers almost 3000 petitions.

Many More Are Expected. 

‘Busche said that several precincts in 
the ward had not been reported to him. 
and that he would have at least 10) 
more signatures to precinct petitions, 
and that in addition many hundred vot- 
ers in the ward had signed general p-- 
tions, and were not accounted for in the 
precinct petitions. 

The Citizens’ Committee’s free bridge 
initiative petition was inaugurated 10 
Gays @go. Its success was assured fro:a 
the very beginning because hundreds of 
business and professional men, connect- 
ed with the various associations allied 
in the movement, volunteered their 
services to circulate the initiative peti- 
tions. From three to four men in every 
precinct in the city tendered their serv- 
ices to aid in the campaign, and, in ad- 
dition, approximately 2000 other men, 
including several hundred druggists. 


‘volunteered to help in the fight to com- 


plete the free bridge. 

The initiative petitions will be 
filed with the Board of Election Com- 
missioners Friday or Saturday. The 
Commissioners will be allowed 15 
days to check up and verify the peti- 
tiong and certify them to the Munici- 
pal Assembly. 

To Be Sent to Assembly. 

The petitions, with an ordinance at- 
tached, then will go to the Assembly. 
The Assembly can pass immediately, 
without amendment, the ordinance 
calling a special election on the bond 
fiasue, or tt can hold the petitions 40 
days and then authorize an election 
on the ordivance. If the Assembly 
should pursue that course, two spe- 
cial elections will be necessary—one 
on the ordinance, and the other on 
the bond issue. 

The Citizens’ Committee believes 
the many signatures to the initiative 
petitions will influence the Municipal 
Assembly to call a special bond issuas 
election without delay, . so that the 
people may have an opportunity to 
vote the money to complete the 
bridge not later than June 15. If the 
two elections have to be held, they 
cannot vote directly on the bond issue 
until November.

Druggiats Get Many Names. 

James A. Witkins of the Union Ave- 
nue.-Pharmacy, 1110 North Union avenue, 
brought in a petition containing the sig- 
natures of 160 voters who had visited 
his store to get their names on the list. 
Many other druggists reported from 50 
to 100 signatures to the petitions they 
had kept in their stores during the last 
three or four days. 

An incomplete report from the Fiftn 
Ward showed that 6) voters had 
signed the petitions. The canvassers re- 
ported that on account of the shifting 
population in this ward they were un- 
able to find many registered voters. 

The canvassers in the Twenty-first 
Ward will meet Friday night to complete 
their work, and acknowledge their peti- 
tions. It is believed by the Citizens 
Committee that the precinct petitions 
will contain more than the required 31,- 
000 signatures, which will make it un- 
necessary for the Board of Election 
Commissioners to check up and verify 
the general petitions which will contain 
almost as many more signatures. 

Workers in the Twentv-seventh and 
Twenty-eighth wards estimated that 
approximately one-half the voters 
had signed general petitions, and that 
a checking up of all the petitions woula 
show not less than 4000 signers in the 
Twenty-seventh and probably 4500 in the 
Twenty-eighth. 

The canvassers reporting Thursday 
said they had met virtually no opposi- 
tion to the bridge bond proposition in 
any part of the city. The only diffi- 
culty was in reaching the voters with 
the petitions. B. F. Ittner of Flora 
Court, South St. Louis, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that out of 460 peo- 
ple he solicited he had but four re- 
fusals. 

One of the features of the campaign 
is that several persons living in St. Louis 
County, but doing business in St. Louis, 
volunteered their services in circulating 
the petitions. 

Dr. Edward J. Randall, member of 
the City Council and also of the Joint 
Conference Committee of the Council 
and House of Delegates, who has been 
a strong supporter of the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi approach proposition, turned in 
a petition containing the signatures of 
130 votes. The petitions call for a vote 
on a bond issue to build the Reber aps 
proch.

He Informs Senate After Call at 
White House His Remarks 
Were Misunderstood. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—President 
Wilson told Senator Jones, Republican, 
of Washington, today, that he was 
“skating on thin ice” in his speech 
yesterday, which broadly intimated that 


the President had not decided to read 
a message to Congress on the Panama 
tolls question until after Sir Lionel Car- 
den, British Minister to Mexico, visited 
the White House. 

The Senator went to discuss with the 
President certain regulations of a pend- 
ing fisheries bill affecting the salmon 
industry in the Northwest, but Mr. Wil- 
son turned the conversation to the Sen- 
ator’s speech of yesterday. 

Got Nothing From Carden. 

The President told callera afterward 
that he could not get a suggestion on 
the Mexican question out of Sir Lionel 
‘‘with a corkscrew,” and that the con- 
ference was purely for information on 
the general situation in Mexico. The 
President had written his tolls mes- 
sage and decided to deliver it before he 
saw Sir Lionel. Officials said neither 
the tolls question nor any suggestions 
for future policy in the Mexican situa- 
tion came up in the talk with Sir 
Lionel. 

Senator Jones returned to the Capitol 
and gave to the Senate the President's 
unqualified denial. 

Jones Gives Denial in Senate. 

“The President assures me," said 
Jones, “that there was no basis of fact 
in the articles I referred to, to. warrant 


ernment and its relations with Great 
Britain in, the matter. I think I was 
niisunderstood in that [ did not draw the 
conclusions myself, but took them from 
newspaper reports. I think it only just 
to the President that I make this state- 
ment because I do not want to misrepre- 
sent anybody.”’ 

Action again was defcrred when Sen- 
ator Bristow requested that it go over 
until he could confer with members of 
the Canals Committee.

McKenna looked at four bedies and 
decided the torso was that of his broth- 
er by comparing the size of the body 
with that of the others.

louis a week before the fire with the 
seneral manager of a Meriden saw 
manufacturing cempany te work the lo- 
cal trade for a week.

burned M. A. C. building adjoining, Thomas Burke, 50 years old 
and unmarried, a laborer, was taken from the ruing alive shortly 


after 4 a. m. today. He died at 6:05 o’clock at the city hospital. 
His death increased to seven the known fatalities of this tragic 
second chapter of the M. A. C. fire. a“ 

He was one of six employes of the Wimmer Construetion Co. 
at work on the_roof of the seed store building when the M. A. 
wall collapsed Tuesday afternoon. 

For more than six hours yesterday afternoon, the workers 
who had been delving into the wreckage for other bodies were 
kept away from the ruins by order of Building Commissioner 
McKelvey while he directed the work of trying to tear down the 
Washington avenue wall of the M. A. C. shell. He had taken it 
for granted that no victim in the debris was still living and feared 
that searchers might be buried by another collapse of a wall. 


At 2 o’clock this afternoon Detective Sergeant Blanehfield told : 


the reporters at the scene that while considerable wreckage re- 


mained in the seed store ruins, it had all been turned over by the 


workmen and no more bodies were there.. 
When wreckers reached Burke at 4:15 a. m. he was still 


conscious. 
Three bodies had already been taken out by the night 


force of wreckers, and it was not suspected that anyone pinioned 
under the ruins was still alive. 


As workmen were carrying the sixth body from the rear sect. 


tion of the basement they heard a faint cry almost at their feet. 
‘‘Please give me a drink of water,’’ said the voice.

Doubled Up in Same Position 38 Hours. 

As one of the workmen described Burke’s position to the police, he was 
‘¢rolled up like a hoop.’’ He was bent over a timber in such 9 way that 
face was touching his toes and the weight of a great mass of wreckage above 
him made it impossible for him to change his position in the 38 hours Be was 
under the wreckage. 

Emergency treatme:.t was given to Burke by Dr. A. H. De Masey, . city 
ambulance physician, zt the ruins. Stimulants and hypodermic injections were 
administered. It vw. fouid thet his physicial injuries in themselves would 
not have been sufficieot to cazse death, but the shock and the strain of re- 
maining so long pinioned wader the ruins without nourishment had sapped his 
vitality. His right leg was freetured and his body bruised. 

The terrible ordeal of being sithout water for more than 38 hours, was, 
in itself, sufficient to account for deiriam and exhaustion, Dr. De Masey said 

The first thing done to relieve Hurke’s exhaustion when he was found 
under the ruins was to give him a drink af water,

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 19.—Near- 
ly 40 guests of the Windsor Hotel were 
compelled to flee for their lives early to- 
day when a fire, which started in the 
plant of the Western Newspaper Union 
in the south part of the building, on Mil- 
waukee street, between Michigan and 
Wisconsin streets, burned the four-story 
structure and caused damage to adjoin- 


ing properties. 
Charles Sandberg, lessee of the hotel, 


declared his belief that every guest of 
the hotel got out safely. The property 
Icss is estimated at $200,000, partly cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Definite announcement was made this 
forenoon that every guest at the hotel 
when the fire broke out escaped with- 
eut injury. It was said earlier that two 
of the bell boys had not been found, 
but little doubt of their safety was en- 
tertained. On account of the danger 
from falling walls firemen will not be 
able to enter the ruins for many hours. 

Fire Wall Saves Newspaper Piant. 
“The job printing department of the 
Evening Wisconsin, one of Milwaukee's 
cldest newspapers, was considerably 
damaged by smoke and water and the 
basement, containing the newspaper 
ot was flooded with several feet 
of water. A fire wall separating the 
upper floors of the Evening Wisconsin 
building from the hotel structure prob- 
ably saved the newspaper plant from 
destruction. 

The Western Newspaper Union’s loss 
ia estimated at $40,000, and that of the 
Milwaukee Printer and Roller Co., $20,- 
0. The loss on hotel building is placed 
at $40,000. 

Other losses from smoke and water 
were sustained by ihe Standard Blank 
Iheok Manufacturing Co., the Milwaukee 
Novelty Dye Works and the warehouse 
o the T. A. Chapman Dry Goods Co., 
together with the hotel contents. 

Guest Sounds First Alarm. 

The fire caused a panic among ths 
hetel guests. Awakened by the crack 
ing of a window pane, Louis Toby, sleep- 
inc on the second floor of the building, 
shouted “fire.”’ 

A few minutes before, the proprietor, 
Charles Sandberg, and Ellen Polnow, 
awakened by the barking of a little fox 
terrier, smelled smoke. They searched 
the building, and could find not trace of 
flames, but five minutes later the build- 
ing was blazing, and guests sought safe- 
ty clad only in their night attire. 

Policemen and the proprietor of the 
hotel beat on the doors, gn every floor 
of the huilding, smashing in the doors 
where guests failed to answer. 

Guests’ Take Refuge in Theater. 

The hotel guests rushed down the 
stairways and across the street, and 
sought refuge in the Shubert Theater. 

Between 20 and 30 guests were aroused 
by Patrolman Schmitt, who climbed up 
to the third story. He was unable to 
get to the fourth and top floor because 
of the smoke. The elevator carried 
down as many as possible, until the 
«“perator was compelled to flee. 

A general alarm brought many compa- 
nies of fire apparatus and numerous 
streams from hydrants within the block, 
sided by floods of water pumped from 
the river by fire tugs, enabled the fire- 
fighters to confine the flames to the ho- 
tel structure.

within and outside the State for rate- 
making purposes. 

The company announced its intention 
of furnishing to the commission an in- 
ventory of al lits property, including the 
Hast St. Louis exchange, which, it is ad. 
mitted, the commission has no right to 
consider in fixing rates. 

Interstate Business. 

As the St. Louis lines are used for 
interstate business without extra 
charge, the engineers announced they 
would have great difficulty in separat- 
ing the St. Louis business from the in- 
terstate business. 

Commissioner Kennish, who had 
much experience as Assistant Attorney- 
General and as Judge of the Missouri 
Supreme Court in railroad rate cases, 
suggested the plan which probably will 
be adopted by the commission. He‘ad- 
vised that the engineers fix the value 
of the company’s property in St. Louis 
and then determine the per cent of 
the St. Louis property used in inter- 
state business, and then deduct that 
from the total value of the St. Louts 
property. Then, he said, the commis- 


sion could fix a rate which- would give. 


the company a fair return on~its prop- 
erty actually used in the State. 
Will Test the Service, 
Chairman Atkinson announced to the 
ne officials that it was the inten- 


tion of the commission to put an eX-; 


pert teléphone man in St. Louis for the | 
purpose of making an exhaustive test of 
the service. He said the commission 
had received many, complaints and that 
it was the desire.of the commission to 
learn the exact condition of the service. 

After he had made the announcement, 
T. D. Cannon, a lawyer, asked permis- 
sion to make an argument before the 
commission, complaining of poor tele- 
phone service. He said: he represented 
the West End Business Men’s Associa- 
tion and the Tower Grove Heights Im- 
provement Association. Chairman At- 
kinson told him he could appear after 
the commission completed its investiga- 
tion of the physical property and the 
financial condition of the company. 

The next hearing will be held early in 
April, the exact date to be announced 
later.

Personal Property Listed in Pro- 
bate Court Said to Be Worth 
Double Its Estimate. 


BREWERY STOCK $134,750 


Holdings in Company Recorded 
at Face Value, Are Thought to 
Be Worth 100 Times as Much. 


Persons familiar with the holdings of 
the late Adolphus Busch’ estimated 
Thursday that the valuation of $17,254.- 
154,20, shown in the inventory of his 
personal proerpty, filed in the Probate 
Court Wednesday afternoon, would rep- 
resent not more than one-half the actual 
value of the estate. The value of the 
realty was not included although a list 
ef realty was given. 

The stock held by Busch in the An- 
Brewing Association, 
which at the face value of $500 a share 
is Msted at $134,750, is believed to be 
worth nearly 100 times that amount, or 
more than $13,000,000 

Busch held 269% of the 490 shares of 
gtock in the brewery, whose total cap- 
italization was but $240,000. 

Many Stocks Overhauled., 

In the case of some of the stocks, the 
face valuations were subject to heavy 
discount. The 5000 shares of Frisco Rail- 
road common stock, inventoried at $500,- 
000, have a present market value of 3$20,- 
000. The 60 shares of United Railways 
cumulative preferred, inventoried at $60,- 
000, have a market value of $22,800. The 
2500 common of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Co., inventoried at $250,000, have a 
market rating of $80,000. The 3520 shares 
of American Brewing Association, inven- 
toried at $352,000, have a market value of 
cne-half that amount, or $176,000. 

On the other hand, other large holdings, 
such as American Car and Foundry pre- 
ferred, Pennnsylvania, Kinloch Long 
Distance, Third National and Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust, command a large 
premium. 

The City Assessor's records for the 
last three years show that Adolphus 
Busch made a personal property return 
in 1911 of $636,400, in 1912 of $636,310, and 


im 1913 of $710,200. These figures were 


not fixed by the Assessor, but represent- 


ed Busch's own return, it having been 
his habit to attend to this matter him- 
self, with his lawyers’ help. 

Taxes to Be Paid in County. 

The last personal property return, 
the largest which Adolphus Busch 
ever made, was itemized as follows: 
Money, $105,000; notes, bonds and 
other securities, $580,000; other per- 
sonal property, $25,200. 

The inventory of the estate shows 
@ valuation of $12,098,137 for stocks, 
$2,727,683 bonds, $2,066,999.)3 notes, 
$786,134.49 cash, $30,200 chattels, a 
total, as already stated, of $17,254,- 
153.62. Of this, all is legally taxable 
as personal property, except the bank 
stock, inventoried at a total of $284,- 
700, and $160,000 city and county 
bonds. 

Taxes will not hereafter be paid in St. 
Louis on most of the Busch Personalty.

The committee has prepared a bill 
which will be incorporated in the anti- 
trust program providing that every dol- 
lar borrowed, paid, earned and spent 
shall be accounted for to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and that the 
commission may regularly make public 
the facts procured from the companies. 
The committee has decided to throw 
aside the Sims bill, which provided for 
strict regulation of railroad capitaliza- 
tion by the .commission and have the 
publicity bill take its place in the anti- 
trust program. The committee worked 
on the theory that the regulation of se- 
curities would place on the commission 
the duty of directing the financial oper- 
ations of the common carriers, at least 
in effect, and that many abuses and im- 
practical situations might arise as a re- 
sult of such a system. 

The pili now decided on was written 
with the assistance of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and much of the 
inspiration was obtained from the report 
cf the'commission which investigated is- 
sues Of railroad stocks and bonds. 

Hearings on Bill. 

A: few hearings probably will be held 
on the new bill before it is formally 
acted on by the committee. 

The bill is prepared so that any profits 
that might be made by any director ofa 
common carrier, through the acquisition 
cf new properties or the construction of 
lines would be published from one end 
cf the country to the other. 

Annual reports concerning the fiscal 
operations of the lines are required by 
the bill, which provides that: 

“Such annual revorts shall show in 
detail the amount of capital stock is- 
sued, the amount paid therefor and the 
manner of payment for the same; the 
dividends paid, the surplus fund, if any, 
and the number of stockholders; the 
funded and floating debts and the in- 
terest paiu thereon; the cost and value 
of the carrier’s property, franchises and 
equipments; the number of employes and 
the salaries paid each class;. the ac- 
cidents to passengers, employes and 
other persons-and the causes thereof: 
the amounts expended for improvements 
each year, how expended and the char- 
acter of such improvements; the earn- 
ings and receipts from each branch of 
business and from all sources; the op- 
erating and other expenses; the balance 
of profit and loss and a complete exhibit 
of the financial operations of the car- 
rier each year, including an annual 
balance sheet. 

“Such reports shall also contain such 
information in relation to rates or ‘reg- 
ulations concerning fares or freights, 
or agreements, arrangements, or con- 
tracts affecting the same, as the com- 
mission may, in its discretion, for the 
purpos? of enabling it the better to 
carry out the purposes of this act pre- 
scribe a period of time within which all 
common carriers subject to the provis- 
ions of this act shall have, as near as 
may be, a uniform system of accounts, 
and the manner in which such accounts 
shall be kept.”’ 

Must Report True Condition. 

The bill provides in great detail the 
manner in which the railroads shall 
provide reports of their financial condi- 
tions with special reference to the is- 
suance of new securities. Before any 
securities may be issued, a full report 
of that condition ‘of the lines shall he 
laid before the commission. 

The commission will not have manda- 
tory power to stop the proposed finan- 
cial transaction, but it may herald 
broadcast the condition of the company 
if it finds that the securities should 
not be issued or are to be issued for 
purposes which may not be to the inter- 
est of all the stockholders. 

The only part of the measure which 
has been criticised by some members 
of the committee in executive session ‘s 
a paragraph which leaves the _ publicity 
discrepancy with the Commission, some 
members insisting the publicity should 
be mandatory.

SKIPPERS WIFE

NEW YORK, March 19.—A Captain, 
his wife and 4-year-old daughter, and 
six of his crew, all snatched from death 
by chance and heroism, were brought 
here on the steamer Prinz Eitel Friede- 
rich, from Kingston, yesterday.

_**Gas Meter Couplings Condition a Menace.’’ 
To the Editor ‘of the Post-Dispatch. 

In perusing the press reports of proceedings 
of the Joint Committee of the Municipal Assem- 
bly I am advised that a one and one half inch 
service pipe supplied the Boatmen’s Pank sec- 
tion, and to this was connected a five-lignt meter. 
Of course, there were a number of metPrs, I pre- 
sume, in the entire building and of much larger 
capacity, but I confine my remarks to the five- 
light meter attached to the one and one-half inch 
service, and I would like to know was the body 
of this meter, or rather the weight of its body, 
properly sustained or was the meter suspended 
in the air or room where it ws situated without 
any support thereunder? If this latter ccendition, 
then it is quite probable that the vibration to 
which all buildings are subtect more or less, 
caused an excessive strain on the frasile body of 
the meter coupling, and caused either a partial 
geverance of said coupling or a leak tu develop, 
through which severance or leak escaping gas 
under a heavy pressure, say four or five inches, 
perhaps more, passed into the building and as- 
eended into apertures or pockets and eventually 
came into contact with a light. Ignition followed 
@nd resulted in an explosion that caused death 
and destruction to an awful degree. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I do not wish to alarm, but 
I submit ‘that there are in the city of St. Louis 
upwards of say 60,000 gas consumers, more or less. 
Each of said consumers is supplied by a gas meter 
of a capacity suitable to the requirements of each 
particular consumer. At a moderate computation, 
a large number of these meters are suspended, 
without any support under the meter. The lives 
of the persons living in premises whure meters 
are set as described are in constant peril. No one 
can tell the longevity of a meter coupling, or its 
ability to sustain for any length of time the 
weight of the body of the meter which is con- 
nected to it. ° 

No gas meter is in a safe condition, either of a 
small size or a large size, unless its base of body 
rests on a shelf; by resting on a shelf the meter 
couplings are relieved of a severe tension, and 
the consumers of gas, either in the mansion or 
cottage, would be immune from danger in this re- 
gard. Every.consumer should ascertain if the 
meter supplying his premises is properly sup- 
ported.

_ The remarkable success in its preliminary stage 
of the movement by initiative for speedy bridge 
completion not only. makes certain the specific 
object aimed at but is a striking demonstration on 
the value of the direct legislation power. 

The work of presenting petitions to the voters 
for their signatures began a week ago last Mon- 
day. It will end today after a short, snappy 10- 
day campaign as originally planned. Workers es- 
timate that the petitions circulated in the 474 
voting precincts will average at least 100 names 
each. 

The size of further petitions given city-wide 
circulation makes it probable that an imposing 
excess of tens of thousands of names over the 
requisite 30,000 will be secured. Previous claims 
as to the insistent desire of the people for bridge 
completion by the most practical and economical 
route are shown to be understatements, not over- 
statements. 

The initiative is thus serving the exact pur- 
pose it was designed to serve when it was intro- 
duced with misgivings on the part of many into 
charters and constitutions. It has aroused the 
voters to the necessity of bridge completion as 
they could be aroused if no other way. Workers 
who circulated petitions and citizens who signed 
them are given incentives they did not have be- 
fore to vote for the bridge bonds in the referen- 
dum and to assist the propaganda by obtaining 
the votes of others.

The family linen washed is the finest cambric, 
hand-embroidered (though a hint is somehow con- 
veyed that everything has not come out in the 
wash). 

In the perfectly intolerable cruelties of de- 
fendant and corresponding exquisite agonies of 
plaintiff appear certain values so admirably 
artistic as to seem better designed for drama than 
real life. Forgetting that it is a tale of woe, a 
record of human anguish, the peruser is likely to 
drown his sympathy in enjoyment of its rare 
literary and humorous qualities.. But we have 
tarried too long in the preamble while the reader’s 
appetite awaits the provender: 

He constantly twitted her. 

At dinner he would advise his urmarried 
friends never to marry, and would Yook fix- 
edly at her the while.

The world 
is entitled to seek what refineu amusement it 
may in court proceedings, and a cause celebre like 
this is more fun than the ‘entire six best sellers.

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QUESTIONS FOR CONGRESS. 
No one Who read in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch 


the statement of the case upon which the Senate 
resolution for the forfeiture of the Merchants’ 
Bridge is based will question the justice of the 
penalty. 

The Merchants’ Bridge was chartered and 
equipped with generous terminal franchises to 
prevent monopoly in St. Louis bridges dnd ter- 
minals. The expressed purpose of its builders, 
the ground upon which its charter and franchises 
were obtained, was the’ permanent maintenance 
of competition as a bar to monopoly practices. 

Not only was this charter purpose defeated, but 
the bridge was used as one of the chief links in 
the chain which bound St. Louis to the bridge 
and terminal monopoly. It was an essential fac- 
tor in the conspiracy in restraint of trade which 
hampered and burdened St. Louis traffic for more 
than a generation and was condemned as an il- 
legal combine by the Supreme Court. 

The surreptitious elision of the word “stock-: 
holders” from the charter in order to legalize the 
common holding of stock for monopoly purposes 
is proof of the intent of the monopolists. The 
proof of pooling and of subsequent consolidation 
clinches the monopoly ‘charge. That separate 
boards of directors for the two bridges were 
maintained in order to deceive the public and 
the law officers, while the bridges were under one 
management and control, enhances the offense. 
It shows deliberate and conscious design to evade 
the law. ; 

Millions were tnade by the bridge and ter- 
minal combine through the misuse of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge. The violation of its charter 
rendered possible the destruction of competition 
and the levying of oppressive monopoly charges. 

How can Congress condone such a deliberate de- 
feat of the expressed purpose of its charter by 
practices that not only violated the letter and 
spirit of the instrument, but violated the anti-trust 
laws? The offense of the bridge and terminal 
combine was illegal in.a double sense. How can 
Congress avoid inflicting the penalty provided in 
the charter itself? Are the provisions of acts of 
Congress designed to protect the public from 
wrongdoing of no meaning or force? Are they 
to be flouted at will by rich and powerful law- 
breakers, who want to enrich themselves by op- 
pression ? 

These questions are directly put to Congress by 
Senator Reed’s resolution providing for the for- 
feiture of the bridge on account of illegal prac- 
tices in violation of the bridge charter. The 
answer of Congress will be its action on the reso- 
lution.

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SCIENTIFIC SNOOPING. 

The Rev. Stelzle of New York, Consulting 
Sociologist (mark the title as showing the trend 
of the times), stops long enough in St. Louis 
to advise: “What your city needs is a general 
survey of its industrial and social life along 
scientific lines.” 

Pardon us, there is no city on earth which 
needs less of that very thing. We have been 
looked over by expert snoopers as well as 
amateur snceopers until we are nearly ready to 
despair of American institutions and jump out 
of our skins. 

What the Consulting Sociologist needs is to 
be reminded of the importance of preserving 
persosal liberty, including the right of privacy, 
in the United States, and we will gently remind 
him in the language of Thomas Jefferson: 

If we are made in some degree for cthers, 
yet in a greater are we made for ourselves. 
It were contrary to feeling, and indeed ridicu- 
lous to suppose that a man had less rirhts in 


himself than one of his neighbors, or indeed 
all of them put together. This would be 


slavery. 

Worse yet, shall the citizens of a free republic 
be enslaved and subjected to refined torture by 
private census-takers and petty reformers, or- 
ganized meddlers, professional busybodies, 
scientific snoopers or sociological Peeping Toms? 
Is the American home to be pried open with the 
jimmy of social science or made a free museum 
for the amusement of faddists? Is American 
manhood to degenerate into a mass of data? Is 
the individual to be regarded as a mere item? 

The eagle screams at the suggestion. 
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ROPES AS LIFE-SAVEBRBS. 

The Illinois Commercial Men’s_ Association, 
said to be the largest traveling men’s organization 
in the world, is advocating a law providing that 
every sleeping room in hotels be provided with a 
rope of sufficient length to reach the ground. 

Attention is called to the escape of about 10 men 
in the M. A. C. fire because one of them had the 
presence of mind to knot sheets together, form- 
ing a rope, down which all descended in safety. 
There can be little doubt that very few lives 
would have been lost if each sleeping room in the 
M. A. C. building had been provided with a stout 
rope. 
Some readers are advocating a similar law for 
Missouri, while others make the objection that, 
when fire breaks out in a lower story, ropes from 
upper stories might be burned through, thus 
causing loss of life. An answer to this objection 
is that a rope is a portable thing, and can be 
carried to windows in parts of the building where 
they might be used safely. 

In advocating the compulsory provision of such 
ropes, it should be kept in mind that they can 
only be considered as auxiliary to the major 
means of safety. Properly constructed fire es- 
capes, easily accessible, must be the first require- 
ment. Ropes are not expensive, and could well be 
used by the able-bodied, leaving the fire escapes 
free for all others.

| HORSE MEAT IN MONTREAL. 
From the Providence Journal. 

Free meat under the new tariff may 
not be such a good thing for Canada 
after all. The discovery has just been 
made in Montreal that horses are being 
killed for food and the meat served in 
local restaurants. Since our tariff went 
into operation the prices of meats have 
soared so high that the poorer classes 
ii Montreal find prices beyond their 
reach. Outside abattoirs not being un- 
der Government inspection, they began 
to buy old horses, which they slaugh- 
tered and cut up for food. Brought into 
Montreal as “plain beef,’’ and sold at so 
much lower prices than other meats, 
horse flesh has been freely bought by 
the poorer classes. It is said that even 
some hotels have been serving juicy 
steaks to their customers that came 
from the best cuts of old, broken-down 
Dobbins. When the ‘Board of Health 
was appealed to to stop the practice the 
reply was made that it was utterly help- 
less to prevent the sale of horse meat. 
It is said that inspectors have been un- 
able to tell the cascasses of the horses, 
after the bone has been extracted, from 
those of good beef cattle.

The Committee on Rules recommend- 


ed that as Senator B. IF. Shively was 
unopposed for renomination he be made 
the party's nominee. The report was 
adopted unanimously. 

High tribute to President Wilson an‘ 
his associates for the achievements of 
the first vear of Democratic adminis- 
tration was paid today by Gov. Samuel 
Ti Ralston of Indiana, who opened the 
convention. The delegates, all of whom 
were in their places, numbered 1836. 

The Resolutions Committee adopted 
the plank placing the party on record 
as favoring a state-wide primary law by 
a vote of 7 to 6.

on President Wilson's policies.

“party, had become its pallbearers, for, 
he declared, without the convention 
system, the party’s organization would 
go to pleces. 

Speaking for the committee, Mavor 
Bell also asserted that members of the 
committee had expressed their opinion

The primary plank as adopted by the 
committee declares for a State-wide 
direct primary law for the nomination 
of all officers, but saving the State con- 
vention for “council, organization and 
declaration of party principles.” 


OTTO STIFEL IS SUED 
IN REAL ESTATE DEAL 


Man Asks $4000, Charging He 
Violated Agreement in Sale 
of Mother’s Property. 


Michael Cleary of 1011 Benton street 
filed a suit for $4000 in the Circuit 
Court Thursday against Otto Stifel, 
wealthy brewer and Republican politi- 
cian. He alleges that amount is due 
him as his share of the profits on a real 
estate deal. 

The petition alleges that, on Oct. 3, 
1906, Stifel made an agreement with 
Cleary that if Cleary would procure 
the conveyance of certain property 
owned by his mother, Mrs, Catherine 
Cleary, to Emil W. F. Leonhardt, for

from the re-sale of the property. 

Cleary alleges he kept the agreement 
and that, subsequently, Leonhardt 
deeded the property to Stifel, who, on 
April 1, 1910, sold it for $20,000, the 
profits being $8000, of which Cleary 
claims half. B. T. Brownrigg, attor- 
ney for Cleary, said Mrs. Cleary knew 
of the arrangement. Mrs. Cleary died 
since the agreement. The property is 
on the river front near Lewis street.

ASQUITH REJECTS 
PRUPUSED GENERAL 
HOME RULE BALLOT 


LONDON, March 19.—A vote of cen- 


sure on the British Government was 
meved today .in the House of Commons 
by Andrew Bonar Law, leader of the 
opposition. It was based on Premier 
Asquith’s refusal on Monday to givs 
details of the scheme of local option by 
which the nine counties of Ulster woula 
be permitted to vote separately on the 
question of the new Irish Government. 


The leader of the opposition offered 
to give a guarantee that, if the Gov- 
ernment would take a reterendum of 
the United Kingdom on the Home Rule 
bill and Jocal option proposal, the Union- 
ists,both in the House of Lords and -tt 
the House of Commons would place nv 
impediment in the way of carrying out 
the will of the people. 

Sir Edward Carson, 
ist leader, backed up Law’s offer by 
saying that if the Premier was pre- 
pared to give him a definite offer of :

IN TRUST BEFORE 
MARRYING CAMOYS 


American Girl’s Agreement With 
Lord Revealed by Filing of 
Pre-Nuptial Papers. 


PROVIDENUE, R. I., March 19.—Fil- 
ing of the pre-nuptiai agreement of Lord 
and Lady Camoys, making the details 
public for the first time, discloses that 
it is an astonishing contract, in compari- 
son with other such arrangements prior 
to international marriages. 

Miss Mildred Sherman, who inherited 
$12,000,000 from her grandmother, ths 
late Mrs. John Carter Brown, married 
Ralph Francis Julian Stoner, Lord 
Camoys, at the home of the bride’s par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. William Watts Sher- 
man, Nov. 25, 1911. 

On the previous Friday night Lord 
Camoyvs, his brother, Edward Stoner, 
Lawrence L. Gillespie, brother-in-law of 
the bride, and Sherman’s attorney, met 
at the Sherman home and arranged the 
pre-nuptial contract. All persons con- 
cerned refused to discuss the document, 
although it was intimated at the time 
that a trust fund of $1,000,000 had been 
put aside for the support of Lord and 
Lady Camoys. But in the document nv 
such provision as this is found. Th« 
provisions of the pre-nuptial contract 
are: 

The agreement transfers all the estat? 
and property of Lady Camoys, valued at 
$12,000,000, to the control of two trustees, 
Frank M. Mattison and Fletcher S. 
Mason of this city, and provides that the 
income shall be paid her until she be- 
comes 35 years old. 

If she dies before the age of 35, Lord 
Camoys is to be paid $100,000 for his 
absolute use. If children are left, Lord 
Camoys is to receive the income from 
$100,000 for the remainder of his life and 
the children equal shares of the remain- 
ing estate after reaching the age of 21. 
If the wife should die before the age of 
35 and leave no children, the property 
residue would all go to her sister, Mrs. 
Lawrence D. Gillespie.

One Set in Eight 
From Jay Gould 


PHILADELPHIA, March 19.—Jay 
Gould, son of George J. Gould of Lake- 
wood, N. J., is the world’s court tennis 
champion. He won the title by defeat- 
ing George F. Covey. England’s pro- 
fessional champion, three sets to one, 
on the courts of the Philadelphia Rac- 
quet Club yesterday. <As Gould won 
four straight sets in the opening sec- 
tion of the match on Monday he took 
the championship by seven sets to one. 
The scores of the first day’s play were: 
6—0, 6-1, 6—4 and 6—3. 

The scores of Wednesday's play were: 6—2, 
6—2, 5—6 and 6@—1. 

Not only did Gould win a world’s titia 
but he proved himself the best court tennis 
player who ever lived, according to the ex- 
perts who viewed this match. Not even 
‘‘Punch’’ Fairs, in his prime, could have 
beaten Gould either on Monday or Wednesday, 
was the generai consensus of opinion, with 
the addition that none of the other famous 
champions of the past could have held their 
own against this young wizard. 

‘‘Beaten by a better man,’ was Covey's 
only comment. “I think he is the greatest 
court tennis ee ever produced,”’ he added. 

‘‘Mr. Gould is a marvel. I doubt if 
ever has been, or ever will be, a 
round exponent of the game,’’ said the Hon.

“In the last hour the market became 
extremely quiet, but prices held strong, 
and there appeared to be a.fairly broad 
inquiry for the better stocks.
